President to-day showed 
confidence in his ability to care for 
himself and several times carefully 
turned himself to get a more restful 
position.

Not since the shooting has a morsel 
of food been given the President by 
natural means, but the drain on 
bis ss stem has been met by dissolv- 
ed foods administered by injection. 
The importance of this feeding by 
the mouth is that it will restore the 
noroaal action of the stomach for the 
first time since that -organ had both 
its walls pierced by a bullet. The 
doctors are satisfied that the time 
has come to renew these normal 
functions and are assured that the 
wownds in the stomach are closed. 

The only persons admitted to the 
sick room to-day other than the 
doctors and attendants were Mrs. 
McKinley and Secretary Cortelyou. 
Although the President is pronounc- 
ed out of danger, no member of the 
cabinet has yet been within the 
sick room, nor have the Vice-Presi- 
dent and Judge Day seen the Pres- 
ident. 

The dramatic phase of the situa- 
tion here is rapidly disappearing. 
Plans sverthrown by the assassin's 
bullet are being restored and mat- 
ters are rapidly- assuming normal 
conditions.

14, and when I took them out one be- 
came quite lively after it had passi d 
a few hours in the open air. This in- 
sect, therefore, recovered completely 
after it had been five days under wa- 
ter. I do not believe that there is on 
record any example of an insectbeing 
resuscitated in this wonderful man- 
ner."

First of all have a large dish (a 
pretty salad bowl looks well used 
with the wooden salad spoon) filled 
with cheese cut into squares the 
size of hickorynuts. New, fresh 
cheese melts better than any other, 
although it is really wise to try 
your cheese before the eventful 
evening, as there is nothing so de- 
ceptive when it comes to making 
Welsh rarebits. Have also a good- 
sized bottle of wood alcohol, one- 
half pint of milk, or beer if perfer- 
red, though the latter is not neces- 
sary, one-half teaspoonful of mus- 
tard to each half dozen plates of 
toast of medium thickness and deli- 
cately browned and the crust re- 
moved — all thie previously pre- 
pared and on hand, as there must 
be no running about after forgotten 
articles, the closest attention being 
giuen to the cooking rarebit, or a 
dire failure will be the result and 
the evening practically spoiled. 

When the pan ismoderately warn 
put in a piece of butter the size of . 
walnut; when this is melted add th 
cheese — two pounds to six people- 
and then the mustard; allow this to 
melt slowly, molding with a spoon, 
but not stirring; when nearly melt- 
ed put in the liquid, stirring very 
slowly, carefully and smoothly; 
usually one-half pint is enough, 
sometimes a little too much. By 
putting in the liquid slowly and not 
cooking too rapidly this is easily 
determined. On a very hot plate 
place one of the pieces of toast, and 
over this pour enough cheese to 
cover it nicely. The hostess must 
have a careful eye and work rapid- 
ly, keeping the rarebit as closely to 
the tire as possible during the pour- 
ing process, adding a little liquid 
and stirring again if it becomes un- 
manageable. Your guesta will pay 
you the greatest courtesy by imme- 
diately eating tbeir bit, and not 
itanding on the ceremony of wait- 
ng for the rest to be served, theie- 
by ruining your efforts to give them 
a delicacy wbib in the meantime lr 
ruined in tbe effort to be polite.
